T has been obferved, that there is the leaft 
converfation in the largeft circles.

way, and about 50 or 60 people fe!l into the cc’- 
lar, accompanied by Mr. Leith and his pa! sit. 
The alarm was very great and aggravated yy the 
cries of the fair fex prefent. Happity no lives 
were loft but many were much bruifed."” [ Loud}

NEW-YORK, March 3. 


N Sunday the 19th ult. left Philadelphia, for 
the Cherokee country, the fix Indian Chiefs 
who arrived there on the zgth of December lait ; 
together with the Squaw, who came with them.— 
They were attended with fix waggons, containing 
their baggage, provifion, &c. and accompanied 
by awhite girl, who had {mitten the heart of one 
ef the Chiefs, during his refidence in that city; 
sod, itis faid, has confented to become his wife. 
Sundry papers we hear are now before the Senate 
cf the United States, relative to the formation of 
strcaty of pacification with the kingdom of Algiers. 
By a gentleman jot arrived from the weftward, 
we have received the melancholy news of the 
death of the brave Col. Gibfon, and Captain 
Darke—The former died at Fort Jefferfon the roth 
of December, and the latter at the fame place, the 
isth of January. 

Captain Florence, who arrived here on Saturday 
lat has favoured as with the following particulars 
relative to the difturbances between the negroes 
and whites at Cape Francois— That on the night 
of the 22d of January, the negroes attacked and 
took a battery, fituated about half a mile from the 
town, afterwhich they proceeded to an Hofpital 
contigaous to the battery, and maffacreed moit of 
the fick ; the principal part of the few who were 
able to efeape, died with fatigue, before they reach- 
ed the town : the alarm being given to the inha- 
pitants, a confiderable military force marched out 
and took fewen of the blacks before they could 
crofs the river. 

Caotain Florence alfo informs us, that almoft 
sil the plantations in and about Fort Dolphin, 
were deftroyed, and the blacks were continuing 
their depredations, in burning and dettroying plan- 
gtions and improvements on that Iflanc. 

Extra® of ¢@ letter from Cape Francois, dated Fan 
23, 1792. receiwed by brig Prait, Capt. Fio-. 
rence, arrived at Philadelphia. 

‘« The drums beating to arms laft night was oc- 





cafioned by the negroes wading through the river, 


and furprifing a fmall fort at the hofpital, which 
they took, and fired feveral fhot into town ; feve- 
ral whites were killed, and 7 negroes taken prif- 
oxcrs, 6 of whom were hanged about 12 hours 
after, and one brutally mangled by breaking his 
arms and legs, made fait toa crofs, and there left 
to die.” 

Extra of a letter from Cape Francois, dated Fan. 
24, 1792, te are/pedable boufe in Philadelphia, 
received by the brig Pratt, Capt. Florence. 

* Tam truly forry chat I, as well as many others 
fave been too fanguine in my expectations, ref- 
prcting matters being accommodated with the 
Blacks, becaufe Iam fearful it may have induced 
you to adventure property to this port fooner than 
you otherwife would have done. The treaty with

them is entirely laid afide; and they have again 


hegain depredations with vigour. Lalt week thé 
blacks revolted ina the neighborhood of Fort Diu- 
phin, and immediately put to death all the troops, 
hy fram 40 to 50, that were ftationed ata village 
about 4 leagues from that poft,and have deftroyed 
al] the Plantations in that quarter, except a few 
adjoining the town. Two nights ago we were ex- 
ceed ingly alarmed by a fevere attack on the out 
pols of the town, by the Blacks, who fucceeded 
in getting poffefion of one of the {mall forts, 
when they turned the guns on the town; but for- 
wnately it was again retaken by a party of regular 
troops, Laft night this town was again alarmed 
by {mall parties of Blacks, bat who were foon re- 
pulfed. 

** 1 am of opinion, that anlefs a large force 
from France arrives very foon, the town as well 
asthe thipping, will bein danger. Indeed I am 
very aneafy as to our fituation, and have determin- 





ed, if we can get the veflel cleared out, to pro- | 
ceed to St. Thomas, or fome other more peacea- 
ble ifland, and not return before the arrival of the 
Flour is very dull at 5 1-2 to 6 dollars per 


barrel. Capt. Lowery, in a fchooner, and the 


_ brig Keziah, both from Wilmington, Delaware : 


alfo a thip and fchooner from Baltimore, have 
within a few days, arrived here with four. 

** Gapt. Lownfbury, and feveral others have 
gone to leeward, where I underfland matters {till 
remain in much confufion. Al! kindsof produce 
is very fcarce and high; there is no good fugars 
to be had, and very little molaffes: Thole articles 
muft certainly advance with you. 

** The day the infurrection happened at Fort 
Dauphin, I pat 100 barrels flour on board brig 
Fratt, who was going tothe place with a view ef 
purchafing fome molailes, without knowing any 
thing of the attack, when the arrived there all was 
confufios, fo that it was with much difficulty we 
got away, on account that the inhabitants were 
in hourly expectation of being attacked. 

** It isreported here, and [ believe from pretty 
good authority, that Capt. IT’. and the fupercargo 
of a fchooner belonging to your port are clole prif- 
oners, and that the {chuoner is confifeated, on ac- 
count of trading with thofe oppofed to the whites.” 


SHIP NEWS. 

Capt. Peloa, of the floop Eliza, from St. Eu- 
ftatia, arrived at Charlefton, on the 23d of Janu- 
ary, furnifhes the following information, that the 
brigantine Sally, Capt. Jofeph Loring, of Salem 
and from Malaga, bound to New York, put into 
that port on the zoth ult. in ftiftrefs. She was 
blowa off the coait by a fewere gale, loft great 
part of her fails and fome fpars, and was compel - 
led to bear away for the Welt-Indies, with tuch 


| a feanty allowance of provifions and water, on 


board, that the whole crew were reduced to the 
neceffity of fubfifting for fifteen days on raifonsand 
aimonds, with only two gillsof water a day per 
man. Oa the 16th they happily fell in with a 
veffel, from which fome refreiament was obtained. 

That on the 234 ult. the floop Polly, Capt. 
Jofiah Hempitead, likewife arrived there in great 
diftrefs. She failed from New-London, with 32 
head of horfes and cattle on her deck, bound tor 
the Weft Indies ; and on the 18th of November, 
in lat. 37. N. long. 65. W. in a violent gale of 
wind loft his matt, bowiprit, booms, caboufe, bin- 
nacle, and almoit every thing above the gunwalé— 
the floop overfet, and a!! she crew were thrown in- 
tothe water, but fortunately goton board again. 
In this miferable fituation ‘icy continued drifting 
for many days, having no {pars left for erecting 
jury mafts, until they fell in with a veflel which 
afforded them relief. 

The brig Pomona of Charlefton is arrived at 
London from Savannah. Capt. Jackfon was an- 
fortunately drowned on the pafiage. 


The fhip Barclay, of Philadelphia, Andrew 
Miller, maiter, on her paffage from Londonder- 
ry toNew York, fprung a leak, And fuppofed to 
have gone down: the crew was fortunately picked 
up by the brig Ann, of Nova-Scotia, in lat. 39.
